BURSLEM ST PAUL (?71828-....) 


An additional church in the later English style, dedicated to St. Paul, and capable 
of holding 2000 persons, was erected by the Parliamentary Commissioners, in 1831, at 
an expense of £10,000, towards which £2000 were contributed by the parishioners and 
others: it stands near Longport, and has a cemetery of three acres. The living is a 
district perpetual curacy; net income, £109, with a house; patron, the Rector of 
Burslem. [A Topographical Dictionary of England (1848] 


St Paul's church stands in a cemetery of three acres, between Burslem, Longport, and 
Dalehall. It is a large and handsome Gothic edifice, with a lofty tower. The first 
stone was laid 24th June 1828 and the fabric was completed by the close of 1830. 

The perpetual curacy is in the patronage of the rector of Burslem, and incumbency of 
the Rev PB Ellis, B.A. [WHITE (1851) ] 


St Paul's originally formed a district chapelry to St John, Burslem, comprising 
Longport and Dale Hall. It was created an ecclesiastical parish on 24th January 
1845. [GENUKI] 


Parish History 


In 1828 the parochial chapelry of BURSLEM ST PAUL was formed from part (Longport and 
Dale Hall) of BURSLEM ST JOHN. On 24 Jan 1845 it was made an independent parish. 


In 1881 the parish of TUNSTALL ST MARY was formed from parts of TUNSTALL CHRIST 
CHURCH and BURSLEM ST PAUL. 


Description of Church 


The church, in Church Square, was built in 1828-30 (largely at the expense of the 
Parliamentary Commissioners) to designs by Lewis Vulliamy and consecrated on 19 Jan 
1831.
